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High Military Court 
Rejects Levy Appeal 


The U.S. Court of Military 
Appeals refused yesterday to 
hear the case of Howard B. 
Levy, the Army physician 
from Brooklyn who was court- 
martialed for refusing to train 
Green Beret medics for serv- 
ice in Vietnam. 

The Court’s action is tanta- 
mount to affirming Levy’s 
conviction and closes off his 
last avenue of appeal within 
military channels. 

All three judges of the Na- 
tion’s highest military tri- 
bunal, William H. Darden, 
Robert E. Quinn and Homer 
Ferguson, concurred in the 
terse order that denied Levy a 
review of his case. 

Attorneys for the 31-year-old 
dermatologist raised 24 sepa- 
rate charges of error in their 
'petition for a hearing. Any 
one of them could have been 
used to the Court as a basis 
for taking the case. All were 
ignored. 

Most of the allegations of 
error dealt with legal proce- 


dures at the court-martial, 
held at Ft. Jackson, S.C., in 
June, 1967. Others, however, 
raised fundamental constitu- 
tional issues that the military 
court has traditionally been 
reluctant to deal with. 

Among them were the 
charge that “his (Levy’s) 
courtmarti'al was a selective 
application of military law to 
silence his expression of dis- 
sent over U.S. policy in Viet- 
nam, in violation of hisi right 
to free speech.” 

Levy, a captain at fee time 
was sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment art hard labor 
forfeiture of all pay and allow- 
ances and was given a dishon- 
orable discharge. 

He is confined to the Army I 
disciplinary barracks’ at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kan., and could 
be released by August with 
time off for good behavior. 

Charles Morgan Jr., his 
American Civil Liberties 
Union lawyer from Atlanta 
said, “You may be well as- 
sured that the Federal civil- 
ian courts will now be asked 
to review the case.
